New York, Sept. 24.—[Special.}—New York 
‘got right on its tiptoes today. According 
to competent observers, such as old police 
officers and newspaper men who haye had 
much to do with such affairs, it is safe to say 
no celebration ever before this has inter 
ested and excited New York's anticipations 
go much as this Hudson-Fulton affair, which 


: has its official beginning tomorrow. 


Early today word came up by way of Sandy 
Hook that Englishmen and Germans, on the 
ships representing the British and German 
navies, were entering the harbor. And enter 
they did, most majestically. The Germans 
were first—the Victoria Luise, Hertha, Dres- 
den,.and Bremen. They passed quarantine 
shortly after 8 o'clock, and a few minutes 
later a salute given to them at Governor's is- 
land informed pretty much the whole city 
that’naval things were doing in the harbor. 


British Admiral Sails In. 

Shortly after noon Admiral Sir Edward 
Seymour, on the swift Inflexible, came up 
the harber, followed by the British warships 
Drake, Argyle, and Duke of Edinburgh, all 
painted the exact tint of gray which marked 
the American warships in the harbor. 

In whatever way such information travels 
it became known along the water front that 
the Inflexible,) on its way over, had nad a 
good race with the Lusitania, with results 
creditable to the warship. That heightened 
the interest of the big crowd down on the 
Battery, which gave Sir Edward's flagehipa 
tremendous cheer. But that cheer and the 
saluting down the harbor were as nothing to 
the gun play that was going on up the river 
when the Germans came to anchor in line 
just north of the French and the British 
lined up north again of the Germans.

DAWES LEADS IN PROJECT 


Various Capitalists Interested in 
the Proposition and a New 
Franchise Will Be 

, Sought. - 


} tangle of that appendage of the Yerkes street 
car system known as the Consolidated Trac- 
tion company appears to be at hand, 

The apparent solution is the handiwork of 
Charies G. Dawes and a corps of aiding cap- 
italiste. 

Success to their efforts is expected to spell 
happiness to that teeming district of the city 
which includes Lake View, Bdgewater, Ra- 
venswood, Summerddie, and Rogers Park 
on the north side; Irving Park and the re- 
gions of Elston avenue on the northwest side; 
and Austin and Cicero on the west side, not 
to mention their suburban neighbors, Oak 
Park and Maywood. On the far north side 
Evanston likewise has grounds for special 
interest. 

Negotiations have progressed so far that @ 
committee of seven has been appointed to 
endeavor to put the company back on its 
feet. Mr. Dawes last evening expressed 
confidence of sufficient progress during the 
next two weeks to make the contemplated 
reorganization a certainty, 


Will Ask New Franchise; 

Consolidated Traction, with its own §6,750,- 
000 of bonded indebtedness and the $5,208,000 
of bonded indebtedness ‘assumed from the 
seven underlying companies—a total of $11,4 
958,000—will be taken out of the hands of the 
receivers and the city council will be peti- 
tioned for a franchise of the sort granted to 
the City railway company and the Chicago 
Railways company. Then—a completely re- 
habilitated surface transportation system. 

The committee to which is intrusted the 
closing negotiations that are expected to 
bring the many and widely separated inter- 
ests involved in the tangle to a common 
ground of settlement is composed of Mr. 
Dawes, George P. Hoover, vice president of 
the Harris Trust company; Andrew Cook, 
who is interested in that company; Allan 
Forbes, its New York representative; James 
M. Wallace, president of the Central Trust 
company of New York; E. K. Boisat, prési- 
dent of: the First Trust and Savings com- 
pany; and Hans Winterfeldt. 

“ The committee hag grown out of repeat- 
ers ofall the bonds, the ereditors, and the 
receivers,’’ said Mr. Dawes. ‘ Affairs now 
seem to be in such shape that within the next 
two weeks we shall have a plan of reorgani- 
zation ready for announcement. We have 
been working on this for éight months and 
believe we soon will be able to go before 
the city council with a request for a franchise 
that will include an understanding with the 
Chicago Railways company, with which the 
consolidated company hes had a traffic 
agreement.’’ 

Rehabilitation Badly Needed. 


The affairs of the company have been 80 
much in the courts that only the lawyers 
who have been with it all the way know just 
how matters stand now. The traveling pub- 
lic, particularly that part of it living along 
the streets over which the company still 
holds franchises, knows only that when the 
last trailers were burned a few dozen were 
saved from the fire and sent out into their 
neigborhoods. 

They know that for the greater part of the 
holdings of the company, except thcse held 
jointly with the Chicago Rallways company, 
rehabilitation hase been unknown and that 
the service provided has been of the kind 
that started the municipal ownership agita- 
tion and drove the two greater companies 
into accepting their present ordinances. To 
such persons the Dawes hope is not a finan- 
olal maneuver, but a ray of sunshine hold- 
ing forth promise of personal comfort and 
convenience. 

To capitalists the whole affair presents a 
marvel of management and negotiation that 
seldom has been excelled... Many of them had 
given up the idea that the Consolidated ever 
would be more than a dying corporation that 
didn’t care to make a public statement of 
its earnings because there were no dividends 
deciared. 

Original Capital $15,000,000. 

The company was organized Feb. 11, 1899, 
under the Illinois laws, with a capital of 
$15,000,000, for the purpose of acquiring the 
capital stock of seven street railways com- 
panies in the north and west divisions of the 
city. This was the work of the late Charies 
T. Yerkes, and on Dec. 1 of the same year 
$6,750,000 of 4% per cent general mortgage 
bonds, maturing in 1939, were issued over 
the $11,068,000 of similar indebtedness 
charged against the seven absorbed com- 
panies. 

In April, 1908, after defaults In Interest 
payments, the United Bates District court 
appointed receivers for the Chicago Union 
Traction company and on Jan. 25, 1908, the 
property of the company was sold under. 
foreclosure to the Chicago Railways com-

Court Will Be Consulted. 

There has been no statement of the earn- 
ings of the Consolidated since a statement 
issued by the receivers of the Union for the 
nine months ending May 31, 1904. This was 
disappointing, the net deficit for the nine 
months being $354,227. The company failed 
by over $100,000 to eafn the interest on the 
old bonds; to say nothing of the genera! 
mortgage bonds issued in the deal with the 
Union company. 

This statement also. gave the assets of the 


849,852, with liabilities that left a surplus 
of only $100,000.

Gets Wife’s Telegram by Mistake.

On Thursday Mr. Nicoll hed a two hour 
conference with Mr. Hipsh and his lawyer, 
Mr. Harrington, and told them of his will- 
ingness to produce Dr. Wolf and the nurse 
to satisfy the husband that his charges 
against Mr. Shonts were unjust. 

At this conference Mr. Nicoll declared em- 
phatically that Mr. Shonts had no more to 
do with the troubles of the Hipsh#®than the 
man in the moon. He insisted that it was a 
ease Of mistaken identity, and, that while 
Mr. Shonts would have no difficulty in prov- 
ing his innocence in court, it was an outrage 
on ah innocest man to force him to defend 
himeelf against charges of the kind. 


Hipsh’s Counsel Looking Further. 

Mr. Nicoll wanted Mr. Hipsh.to withdraw 
the suit. but this he refused to do. Mr. Nic- 
oll’s declarations made an impression upon 
Mr. Harrington, and he said today: 

“JT am now esamining a number of disin- 
terested witnesses. I appreciate fully the 
importance of this matter and if by any 
chance it should be established to my satjs- 
faction that Mr. Shonts is the victim of mis- 
taken identification the suit <eehane him will, 
of course, be dropped.

During the morning some excitement was 
caused in the Criminal Céurt building and 
in State's Attorney Wayman’s Office when 
it was learned that the bonds of Rayburn and 
Holland, which they had given several days 
ago following their arrest on bench warrants, 
had been stolen. Two mysterious women had 
been seen about the courtroom. and it is, be- 
lieved that they broke open Judge McEwen's 
desk and took the bonds. . 

Following the discovery Mr. Wayman was 
notified and detectives were immediately 
placed on the case. It is said that a good 
deecription was obtained of the women, and 
their arrest is expected today. The stealing 
of- the bonds, however, would have no ef- 
fect on the case, according to Judge Mc- 
Ewen, as the money could have been collect- 
ed even if the accused men had fled from the 
eity. 

“The bonds were stolen,”’ said Judg2 Mc- 
Ewen. ‘ There is no doubt about it. They 
were in my desk yesterday and today they 
were missing. The persons who stole them 
evidently did not know that their disappear- 
ance would have no effect on the validity of 
the security. Al! that is necessary is for 
other bonds, duplicates, to be made out and 
sworn to by those who witnessed the signing 
of the originals.”’ 

It was also learned that for some time 
Judge McEwen has suspected that some one 
has entered his courtroom secretly and ran- 
sacked his desk. 


Tactical Move by Wayman. 


The hurried action of Mr. Wayman in havy- 
ing the accused juny “‘fixers’’ indicted is 
said to have been taken because he did not 
wish to reveal his evidence at the preliminary 
trials which were scheduled to take place 
next Tuesday. With the return of the in- 
Gicetments the men will be denied a pre- 
liminary hearing and will have to await their 
turn for trial-in the Criminal court. 

The state’s attorney himself went before 
the grand jury and closely questioned each 
witness. Only the bare outline of the al- 
leged jury bribing conspiracy, it was said, 
was laid before the inquisitorial body. 
Neither the prosecutor nor Assistant State's 
Attorney Marshall, who drew up the in- 
dictments, would talk about the bills. As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Arnold was present 
at the seesion and aided Mr. Wayman in the 
interrogation of the witnesses. 

“We have our own reasons for indicting 
these men at this time,” said Mr. Wayman 
later. ‘“‘ While there is plenty of evidence 
against them, we are not ready at this time 
to make it public. They will know what it is 
when they are brought to trial. I want to 
say also that I am going to put a stop to this 
thing of purloining bonds and other papers 
from the criminal court building. Whoever 
is guilty of stealing those béfids Will be ar- 
rested and punished.” 


Farwell Writes to Busse. 
One of the big surprises of the day—espe- 


written by Arthur Burrage Farwell, presi- 
dent of the Law and Order league, to Presi- 
dent Busse of the county board, asking that 
Mr. Wayman be granted more money for his 
investigations. The letter was as follows: 
“Regarding the request of the state’s at- 
torney of this county for additional money 
for investigations, I desire to express to you 
my hope that you will see your way clear 
to grant this request. 

‘* For over seventeen years I have been en- 
gaged in a work which requires the use of 
investigators, and I believe that the state’s 
attorney of this county should be furnished 
with money for his use. so that he can be in- 
dependent of the city of Chicago. 

To be specific, if. we have to use an investi- 
gator paid for by some other organization, 
which organization pays his salary, and to 
whom he is responsible for advancement, 
etc.. we would feel that we could not have 
as good service as we could from a man em- 
ployed by us and who was responsible to us 
alone. . 

‘There are many places outside of the 
city of Chicago, also, that at times need to be 
investigated, and as the state’s attorney's 
power extends over the whole county, that is 
another reason why he should be furnished 
with sufficient means to take care of this 
work. I believe that for all money furnished 
there should be a voucher showing what 
the money was used for. It could be pro- 
vided that vouchers ‘for the mcney s0 used 
for secret work could be looked over and 
O. K.’d, say, by the president of the board 
or by some responsible officer connected with 
the board, so as not to give that information 
to the public.” 


Board Postpones Action. 


The finance committee of the board of 

county commissioners during the day post- 
poned action on the questicn of appropriat- 
ing an additional $10,000 for special investi- 
gations of the state's attorney’s office. They 
deferred action until Wednesday to give Mr. 
Wayman an opportunity to show that this 
aditional fund is neecseary. 
' Members of the finarice committee came out 
openly in declarations that the state's at- 
torney must show more definitely the purpose 
for which be expects to use the money. 

“The auditor reports that Mr. Wayman 
has still $4,900 in this fund,” said Chairman 
Alfred Van Steenberg. ‘‘ This is nearly one- 
third of the appropriation. He has but two 
months to go en this fund. I don’t see why 
he should be ‘given more money.”’ 

The full committee will hold a special meet- 
ing Wednesday morning at 11 a. m., and it 
is expected that Mr. Wayman will attend. 
The opposition to the appropriation was a 
surprise following the promise made by 
Presidené William Busse to Julius Stern that 
Mr. Wayman would not be hampered in the 
investigation for want of funds. The county 
board will have a meeting Thursday and 
will consider any action taken by the finance 
committee.

Let me arouse 
the Jewish community to a war with these 
disreputables, to a war.for decency and 
against the lowest kinds of corruption and 
degradation.’’ 


Jews Stirred to Indignation. 

Dr. E. A. Fishkin, president of the Chicago 
Hebrew institute, announced that he will ap- 
point a committee to visit all Jewish congre- 
gations in Chicago and have them express 
their official condemnation of any such man 
as Julius Frank being connected officially 
with any congregation. 

It was stated at the institute that scores o& 
men who attended services at the congrega- 
tion Anshe Calvaria have gone to different 
synagogues since the Frank brothers have 
been exposed. 

A prominent west side Jew said the entire 
Jewish community is ineensed at the Frank 
brothers for the aspersionithey cast upon the 
Jewish race. Julius Frank, he said, was the 
head of the congregation in name only. He 
was elected because he was a “ good payer.”’ 

‘As president of the Hebrew institute,’’ 
said Dr. Fishkin, “I expressed my official 
eondemnation of the Frank brothers last 
Sunday at a meeting of the institute direo- 
tors.

GRAFT HUNT STIRS CITY HALL 


Rumors of Investigation Heard 
and Partly Believed. 


DEATH. WAR ON TAMMANY.1iTWO INQUIRIES UNDER WAY. 


Merriam Board Begins Soon; Citizens’ 
Association Busy. 


Two sensational reports. of imp. w?epnt 
graft investigations in the city hall ‘Were 
circulated. yesterday and received some 
credence. Investigation showed that gossip 
and sensationalism, arising largely out of 
the activities of State’s Attorney Wayman, 
had been responsible principally for the tone 
of the reports. 

One of the investigations discussed was 
that of the municipal expenditure commis- 
sion. which is ‘to hold an organization meet- 
ing Tuesday afternoon and begin its work 
early in October. Ald. Charles E. Merriam. 
author of the resolution creating the com- 
mission, and chairman of the body, said all 
predictions that its work would be “ graft 
investigation ’’ were without warrant. 

The other investigation, the disclosure of 
which excited surprise within the city hall 
itself, was that of the Citizens’ association, 
the organization that sent John A. Cooke 
and John A. Linn tothe penitentiary. Shelby 
M. Singleton, secretary of the organization, 
it was found, had been working quietly in 
the controller’s office for two weeks. But 
he and officers of the association declared 
his work was only a part of the regular 
routine work of ‘“‘ guarding the citizens’ in- 
terests "' and are not based on complaint or 
allegation of any dishonesty in the city hall. 


Commission’s Aims Misrepresented. 


“T’ve. read the stories in the afternoon 
newspapers,"’ said Ald: Merriam, “‘ and the 
intimation they carry that the municipal 
expenditure commission has planned to take 
up immediately certain itemsof city business 
of which there has been suspicion or eriti- 
cisrr 1s unwarranted. 

“JT think it would be no more than fair to 
the commission to wait until it has had time 
to determine its course of procedure before 
questioning whether this or that will be 
done. The subcommittee which is planning 
the method of procedure has not yet reported, 
and until it has it would be unfair to predict 
what will be done. 

‘For myself, personally, I shall confine the 
expresison of my idea of the objects of the 
commission to the statement that I have 
made consistently ever since it was appoint- 
ed. I consider that the object of the com- 
mission {s'to make an impartial and scientific 
inquiry into every branch of the city’s ex- 
penditures and to suggest to the mayor and 
the council any changes thought advisable 
or bemeficial to the city so far as the disburse- 
ment of its funds is concernéd.”’ 

Pressed more closely for an exact. state- 
ment of the nature and tone of the inquiry, 
Ald. Merriam said he hoped it would be 
“neither muckraking nor whitewashing.” 


Scope of Citizens’ Inquiry. 

Secretary Singleton of the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation said he had been asked to look Into a 
phase, of the contract business of the city, 
and, as has been his rule in such matters, he 
had iritended to make no annoyncement of 
his investigation even after its completion 
unless he fourld ‘“‘ something wrong.” 

“Our. organigation is constantly looking 
into one branch or another of city or county 
business,’’ he said, “‘ and frequently nothing 
comes of such research, In this instance I 
have been, studying 4 part of the city’s busi- 
ness methods, and until my investigation ts 
advanced further I’ cannot venture to say 
what my report will be.” 

A similar statement of the cause of the in- 
quiry ‘was made by, George E. Cole, former 
president of the association, and now chair- 
man of its advisory committee. 

Contrever Wilson said ‘he knew of Secre- 
tary Singleton’s presence in his office and 
that he welcomed any and all investigations.

Case Dies After s‘orty Years. 

Another case, “ Holladay vs. Bwing,"’ was 
pulled, hatled, dragged, shoved, motioned, 
petitioned, demurred, and appealed through 
the courts. for nearly forty years. Then it 
literally died a natural death. Alj the orig- 
inal litigants had" passed to their account 
and there was no one left to prosecute or 
defend. ; 

Perhaps ‘‘ Price et al. ve. Walker et al.” 
may go the same way in time. Attorneys 
and their clerks, who view it as a heritage, 
a legacy received from predecessors now 
dead, which is to be handed down to coming 
generations, see no other end for the case. 
it has passed through so many vicissitudes 
and has survived so many perils that it is 
hard for its legal guardians to believe it 
ever can dle. 

At one time the suit seemed to have suf- 
fered a mortal injury. The principal com- 
Plainant became the chief defendant and 
there appeared to be no way to keep the 
breath of life in the aged friend. The legal 
physicians injected older precedents and 
more obscure arguments into the contro- 
versy, and the patient was brought around 
hale and hearty as ever. And on Tuesday 
* Price et al. vs. Walker et al.” was at the 
top of the chancery calendar when Judge 
Windes opened court. It went over two 
days and has now been given further life. 


Begins Back in 1853. 

The story opens with the migration of Sam- 
uel J. Walker to Chicago in 1853. He started 
in the real estate business and many a piece 
of Chicago property passed through his 
hands. One of his deals was opening Walk- 
er’s subdivision, in Canalport, along the 
river bank, from Twenty-second street to 
Thirty-first, and extending as far west as 
Western avenue. - It is some of this property 
that still is in litigation, and although it is 
occupied, and has been for many years, by 
railroad tracks and buildings, the title is said 
to be so clouded that even the suit’s oldest 
friends cannot see through It. 

In 1857° Walker purchased from Albert 
Price, long since dead, an undivided four- 
teenth interest In some of the property in 
this subdivision. Later a dispute arose over 
certain payments, and Mr. Price, setting up 
his right to a vendor’s lien, in 1865 started 
suit for foreclosure. According to records 
he did recover a certain amount of the prop- 
erty. : 

Walker asserted that Price hadgrecovered 
the entire fourteénth, but Price deAlared that 
there was more coming to him. The suit was 
a vigorous young creature then, already giv- 
ing promise of long life. 


Real Complications Enter. 

In 1870 Henry Walker, a younger brother 
of Samuel J., bought from Mr. Price for 
$40,000 his interest in the lands and gave in 
paymient a note, signed jointly by himself 
and Samuel J., and secured by a trust deed 
which was recorded just before the fire of 
1871. After the fire, which destroyed so 
many documents, a new trust deed was 
given, introducing further complications. 

In 1878, Price having died, his executors 
foreclosed on this trust deed, and for nine 
years the case was argued up hill and down. 
Then in 1887 Henry Walker bought back the 
original note from the Price heirs. At this 
opportune time a ruling was made putting 
he case at issue in ninety days. It looked 
as if it was all over with “‘ Price et al. vs. 
Walker et al.,"” but a leave of amendment, 
granted a month later, prevented the sum- 
mary disposal of the controversy. 

In 1908 the younger Walker, who had come 
into the position of the Price heirs by reason 
of his purchase of the note in 1887, hled a 
supplemental bill against the former de- 
fendants. The death of Samuel Walker, 
meanwhile, left Henry as the leading de- 
fendant, as well as complainant. . 

Demurrers against Walker's supplemental 
bill have been entered and are still being en- 
tered In Judge Windes’ court, and Tuesday’s 
order puts this feature of the case at issue, to 
be argued during December by Walker's 
counsel. 

The railways and several others interested 
in the suit purchased their land when there 
were no apparent clouds on the title. After 
these purchases Price claimed he held an 
unrecorded mortgage, and thus the railways 
enter. 


Other Case Recently Laid Away. 

The two score or more motions for orders 
to dismiss the case have led nowhither and 
unsympathetic observers see no chance for 
its death, uniess it follows the course af its 
predecessor. “Holladay vs. Ewing.” Jydge 
Honoré laid this court habitué to rest less’ 
than a year ago. " 

This case made its appearance in 1870.

Business at State Street ‘‘Obser- 
vatories’’ Looks Up Decidedly. 


BUSY TIME FOR SCIENTISTS. 


Clear Night Gives Good View of Planet 
Now ‘‘Close’’ to Earth. 


Scientists and hoi pollo! last night trained 
their eyes on Mars, sparkling and yellow 
and within proximity to the earth that will 
not: be attained again for a generation. A 
clear sky afforded a good opportunity to see 
the planet, alleged to possess people and 
canals, at ‘‘ close range.’’ 

At the observatories in and near Chicago 
the seientists were at work early and late in 
the evening, making notes.on what they could 
glean with the aid of the large telescopes, 
Nothing of unusual importance was recorded 
by the university men, akhough the clear 
weather gave them an excellent vision of the 
planet. 

In State street, where a number of brass 
telescopes were doing a rushing business, no 
one was reported to have djscovered the 
humans on Mars, although hundreds paid 
the equivalent of car fare after hearing what 
the old codgers operating the “ giant ”’ tele- 
scopes had to say about the size and the 
habits of the alleged residents away up there. 


Only a Nickel to See It All. 

“ Ladies and gents,” sang out one of these 
purveyors of exaggerated vision, “for the 
small sum of a nickel I will permit you to see 
the north pole of Maratonight. Looking into 
the giant telescope which I have here you 
will. see a hugely magnified vision of the 
famous planet which is racing toward you 
so fast that if it did not stop, and back up, and 
run the other way pretty soon, it would strike 
us in ten years and bump us to where Mra, 
Besant says we're going to land. 

“Down in the lower right hand corner of 
the planet’s disc you will see a tiny spot. 
That is the north pole of Mars. Sometimes 
during the year it disappears. That is when 
the snow is melted.” 

Crowds beheld the planet and commented 
upon it with various degrees of opinion. 

*“* Looks like a little moon,”’ sald a woman. 

“It’s a pretty star,’’ said another. 

‘No, it aln’'t—ain’t no star at all. 
planet,”® declared a mere man. 

“ Gee! - It’s yellow. I never saw a yellow 
star.”’

Best Night in Some Time. 

The scientists viewed the planet with keen 
scrutiny and placed down in figures rather 
than in words what the great telescope told 
them. At Lake Geneva, Wis., Prof. Edwin

was busy all evening. 

‘It was the best night we have had in sime 
time,” he said. ‘* At this stage of the prox- 
imity of Mars I must say that a good clear 
night such as tonight means more to us than 
the fact the planet is so close to us. For 
the next ten days Mars will be only 3 per 
cent closer and for the next thirty days only 
15 per cent closer. So it can be seen that good 
weather is most desired. 

‘ Mars ig not the only figure in the sky we 
are observing. Saturn at this time is inter- 
esting us. We have discovered nothing of 
value so far in our observations.” 


TARGET IN MANY PLACES. 

Washington, D. C,, Sept. 24.—Mars and its 
moons were the target of many of the big 
telescopes in various parts of the world today 
and with the planet only 35,000,000 miles 
from the reof of the United States naval ob-. 
servatory, as astronomical sharps figure it. 
the instruments of that institution will be in 
use practically all of tonight. 

Today's distance between the earth and 
Mars meant a clipping of 15,000,000 miles off 
the average intervening space, and Prof. 
Asaph Hall Jr., son of the astronomer who 
first discovered the satellites of Mars, began 
training the naval observatory’s great glass 
on. the big light in the sky early in the even- 
ing, despite the prevailing clouds, and he 
announced his purpose of watching develop- 
ments until 8 o’olock tomorrow morning. 
All preparations had been made with minute- 
ness and, like ma@ny other observers at other 
points, he had a hope of some interesting

The effort was fruitiess. 


Attends with His Agents. 

Madden attended the comference accom- 
panied by a retinue of his business agents, 
including James Christensen, who was in- 
dicted with him on the charge of conspiracy 
to extort money from contractors in con- 
nection with strike settlements, and M. J. 
Boyle, who was convicted on a similar 
charge. Madden offered what the building 
trades leaders said was a “ ridiculous propo- 
sition.”’ ° 
. He offered to withdraw the machinists from 
the work of elevator construction, and allow 
the striking elevator constructors to do that 
work on condition that they also do all” hy- 
draulic piping,” a work which hitherto has 
been Gone by the steamfitters. This was in- 
terpreted as an effort on the part of Madden 
to stir up strife among the steamfitters 
in retaliation for withdrawing from his As- 
sociated Building Trades and joining the 
new Bullding Trades council. The proposi- 
tion was rejected. 


Wouldn’t Agree to Plans. 

Madden and his cohorts with equal per- 
sistence refused to agree to an arbitration 
proposition offered by Business Agent John 
Lally of the Elevator Constructors’ union 
and other leaders of the new council. 

Both the contractors and the leaders of the 
new council now place the responsibility for 
the continued unsettled conditions in the 
bullding industry on the shoulders of “ Skin- 
ny’ Madden. 

It was said the proposition made in the 
meeting of the steamfitters’ joint arbitration 
board for a general] strike and lockout was 
received with favor.

ALTERNATE WORK WITHSTUDY 


Poor Children Will Have Way to 
Get Practical Knowledge. . 


PLAN IS AN EXPERIMENT. 


Manufacturers to Pay Young Employes 
for Time at Farragut School. 


The middle of October will see a unique 
educational experiment, an experiment 


tarianigm, in one of the public schools of? 
Chicago. It will be an experiment on the 
part of the schoo]. authorities and several 
large manufacturers to’ give to children 
forced to work at an early age by circum- 
stances of fortune, a chance to carry on 
school work which will apply directly to 
their occupations. , 

The plan will be tried at the Farragut 
school, Spaulding avenue and Twenty-third 
street, in the heart of the manufacturing 
district. Frank T. Morse, principal, con- 
ceived the idea of asking employers of chil- 
dren to allow them to work alternate weeks 
in the factories and shops and to attend 
school the other weeks. With John D. Shoop, 
assistant superintendent of schools, a sched- 
ule of industrial courses which should per- 
tain directly to the work which the children 
do in the shops, was evolved. 


Get Pay for Full Time. 

The plan was presented at a conference at 
the shops of the Chicago Malleablie Iron com- 
pany last week. Theconference was attend- 
ed by representatives of that company, the 
International Harvester company, the Kim- 
ball Piano company, Mr. Shoop, and Mr. 
Morse. It met with approval by the manu- 
facturers. At first it was proposed that the 
child students should be allowed alternate 
weeks off from the shops in order to con- 
tinue their industrial education. Then the 
representative of the Kimball company pro- 
posed that the child workers be paid full 
time every week. This was taken under 
advisement by the other conferees. 

‘There will be room for forty children 
in the courses to be given at the Farragut 
school,” said Mr. Shoop yesterday. ‘‘ These 
classes will be opened about Oct, 15, and 
the courses of study will be along the lines 
of elementary industrial courses which will 
train the children in their vocation as well 
as in general schooling. The courses will be 
for child workers between the ages of 14 and 
16, the age when they should be in school, 
but are forced to work from conditions of 
poverty.” 

Disagrees with Mr. Cooley. 

Mr. Shoop took slight issue with Edwin G. 
Cooley, former superintendent of schools, in 
regard to an article by the latter in the cur- 
rent issue if the Educational Bimonthly. 
Mr. Cooley declared that teaching a boy that 
he may one day become president is wrong 
and creates a false viewpoint. 

“T think ft is all right to teach a boy that 
he has the opportunity to train himself for a 
president at the same time that he is shown 
that there is not one chance in a million of 
his reaching that goal,” said Mr. Shoop. 
‘* But I agree with Mr. Cooley in regard to 
placing more importance on the elementary 
schools, both day and evening schools. Mr. 
Cooley is right in declaring that we should 
give more educational opportunities to the 
children of the poor. We must not only pro- 
vide the échools but we must go deeper. We 
must try to arrange it so that these working 
children can attend the schools.

The Rev. John L. Withrow, pastor of the 
Third Presbyterian church, this city, from 
1886 to 1898, and for many years minister 
of the Park street church, Boston, died yes- 
terday in Brookline, Mass. 

Dr. Withrow is remembered in Chicago as

Tuesday—Up anchor and off at dawn. All 

day we bob up anid down this northwest 


Buka coast; here picking up a native, there. 


dropping one. Natives fairly swarm around 
the ship in high prowed canoes and on cata- 
marans or surf boats. No whites on the 
island, and so it still is densely populated. 
We pick wp our last recruits at the north 
end of the island at 5 o’clock and set out at 
once, full speed, for Herbertshéhe. At 5:30 
the pew crowd is brought on deck, naked. 
Each is given a loin cloth anda blanket, thus 
ends the savage. He will return in three 
years in shirt, trousers, and belt, with a 
“trunk ” er Chinese box, lamp, knives, axes, 
etc. With one returning policeman we low- 
ered into his canoe two boxes and two tins 
of kerosene—thus does the Standard Oi] com- 
pany levy tribute eveh from remote Buka. 

Then Chief Officer Pagenstecher put the 
black beys of his crew through an interesting 
hour of hard boat and fire drill. The ability 
shown by these children of nature on such 
occasions is truly great: Many times I have 
greatly admired their marvelous skill in 
handling a boat through the surf. 

At the conclusion of the drill he lined them 
up in a row on the deck, and after presenting 
each one with the usual weekly allowance of 
a pipe, a stick of tobac, and a clean lava-lava 
or loin cloth, said: “ You fellows no cut ’em 
grass stop on top; liklik Seestern go Sydney, 
down there he plenty cold too much.”’ 


Warning Against Close Haircuts. 

All this, in view of the fact that these fel- 
lows have a way of imitating the governor 
and officers of the ship, who wear their hair 
clipped by shaving their head with pieces of 
broken beer bottles. And as the Seestern on 
her next yoyage wae to go to Sydney for 
repairs, it was desirable that the blacks 
should discontinue this practice in order that 
they might have sufficient hair on their head 
to protect them from the cold of the Aus- 
tralNan winter. 

Saw some splendid big canoes today, full of 
big, brawny men. One man, a former police- 
man, had on a white man’s straw hat and a 
belt, from which dangled a key to a smal! 
Chinese chest; that was.all. Passed a 
schooner engaged in carrying Buka natives 
to Samoa to work in the plantations. 

The Seestern ts full. of black, stinking hu- 
manity, and every man and ch a has brought 
along yams, taro, bows and arrows. He'll 
eat the yams and taro and sell the bows and 
arrows in Simpson Hafen. The boat is lit- 
erally alive with people and bows and arrow 8; 
every officer, the governor, Sapper, the Chi- 
nese cabin boys, and the Malay oilers, every 
one has a bundle. I have about 500 speci- 
mens aboard. Since landing at Simpson 
Hafen I have collected 670 specimens. These 
have been busy days, great days, days 
dreamed of, and, once having been [ived, 
never $a be forgotten. 


‘ Boats Full of Specimens. 


Wednesday—We arrived at Herbertshihe 
at half past 10. I at once went ashore with 
my collections—three boatloads—and spent 
the forenoon with Forsyth, arranging for 
packing, and making some purchases. Then 
to the Hote! Deutscher Hof, a fair room, big 
and airy enough, but a poor lunch. Here 
and on the Seestern is too much indifferent 
meat and entirely too much sausage. 

In the afternoon I was driven down to 
Ralum to see Mr. Parkinson. He was much 
better. I saw the remainder of his collec- 
tion and told him to pack it up and send it 
on to Chicago. It is a remarkablecollection. 
We, his son and I, started to drive five miles 
back to the hotel, broke down, and had to

We arrived at the Pieho at 7:30 and at 
once dined; a good dinner, served by Chinese. 
Then’ they showed me their ship. It is an 
old 800 ton tub, not adapted to tropical 
waters, but they have done the most to make 
it comfortable—have a fine library, labora- 
tories, photographic rooms, etc., and mon- 
keys to attract the natives aboard to study; 
plenty of phonographs, cinematographs, etc. 
They are to safl in three days. I should 
prefer the Seestern with a crew which knows 
these| waters. We talked of the situation 
here in the islands and of Berlin, etc. Hoping 
the Seestern would not go off without me, I 
returned to Herbertsh hé in the Pieho’s 
faunch, and after much bobbing up and down 
in Blanch bay I arrived alongside the See- 
stern at midnight. Finding every one asleep 
I turned In. 


Go Back After Horse Box. 


Friday—Was called at5:30 and went ashore 
in the jolly boat for my boxes at the hotel; 
then I supposed we would pul) right out, but 
at 8 we turned and tore back to Simpson 
Hafen, ten miles, at fullspecd. Iteeems the 
governor had ordered by a letter, which had 
been delayed in transmittal, that the captain 
get a horse box in Simpson Hafen in order 
to bring a horge back from the west coast 
of New Ireland. I was glad of the change, 
for it gave me a chance, my only one, to get 
my big trunk, which had been ali this time 
in the dock house. At 9:30 we left Simpson 
Hafen, and by 2 in the afternoon were off 

‘he lower south coast of New Ireland in a 
Mttle beautiful intland sea. I spent an hour 
ashore at the little village of Lamassa, where 
I made a few purchases; among other things, 
four carved house posts, which I boughs right 
out of a‘house. 

Saturday—After steaming all night we find 
ourselves at 5 in the morning in a little heav- 
ing bay at Anir, or Aniri, or Fani island. 
Sapper, the first officer, and I went ashore at 
7:30 with two soldiers and rifies. Landing 
was not easy, as there is a broad, low coral 
reef and only at one place can one get 
through up to a sandy shore. A heavy surf 
and a picturesque bay with densely wooded 
walls rising almost straight up, of volcanic 
origin. At the foot of these lofty hills is a 
narrow, rich belt with fine big trees and 
many fine lofty cocoanut palms. While Sap- 
per and the first officer went four miles to see 
a geyser I took a soldier and a boy to carry 
my knapsack of “tobac,”’ porcelain arm 
rings, and lava-lava (red calico). and 
" worked ” the beach for two miles. Houses 
strung all along the beach in the midst of 
clearings and stately cocoanut palms, the 
milk of five of which I poured down me dur- 
ing the course of the day.’

York after leaving Buffalo.

In March, 1905, Sophie Beck, or Graham, if 
the courtesy of her husband's namé is to be 
extended to her, left Philadelphia witha sum 
of money estimated at $1,000,000 that had 
been wrung from the dupes of the notorious 
Storey Cotton company swindle, of which she 
and Francis C. Marran, aliag Judge Franklin 
Stone, were the geniuses. 

Sophie Beck now is a mother, haying a 2 
year old son. Since she left this country she 
has gone all over the civilized world in her 
efforts to eecape the law. A few months ago 
she returned with her son to America and 
began a tour of several cities. Postoffice in- 
apectors got on her trap and her afrest re- 
sulted. 


INVENTOR LOSES OUT; SUICIDE. 


Discouraged Man Turns On Gas in Ho- 
tel Room—Jury Decides Sales- 
man Ended Life.

FREIGHT CARS ARE ALL BUSY 


Baltimore & Ohio Road Adopts New 
Signaling Method, 


As the summer tourist season draws to @ 
close the passenger officials of the eastern 
railroads are congratulating themselves on 
the remarkable increase in travel to New 
York and the seacoast resorts of New Jersey 
and New England. 

This traffic hag been induced by the reduced 
summer tourist rates put In for the first time 
thie year. 

For the months of June, July; August, and 
September rates of approximately a fare 
and a half for the round trip were made, and 
these have now been extended to cover the 
dates of the Mudson-Fulton celebration in 
New York. 

While the official figures for the season 
are not yet available, it is estimated the in- 
crease of travel to the eastern resorta has 
been between 40 and 50 per cent, ané this jm 
spite of the fact that the western railroads 
were at the same time carrying unprecedent- 
edly large numbers of passengers on account 
of the heavy travel to fhe Alaska-Yukon-Pa- 
cific exposition at Seattle. 

The Lake Shore alone carried about 10,000 
people to New York and Boston on the sum- 
mer tourist tickets aside from the regular 
travel, and the ‘other eastern roads have de- 
clared the 1909 passenger business the best 
in three years, 


Freight Traffic Increase. 

The remarkable increase in freight traffic 
on the railroads all over the country was in- 
dicated yesterday by the report issued by 
Arthur Hale, chairman of the committee on 
relations between railroads of the American 
Railway agsociation, showing the status of 
the freight car supply. 

The decrease in idle cars is general through- 
out the country, although greatest in the 
New England and North Atlantic group of 
estates, where the surplus has practically 
disappeared, due to the movement of cars to 
the west to handle the grain crops. ' 

In April of last year theré;were over 400,- 
000 idle freight cars and in January of this 
year there were 311,000 idle carsin the United 
States, Canada, and Mexico. | 

Annourcement is made by the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad that after three years of 
exhaustive tests it has decided to adopt as 
standard a new system of signaling. Under 
the new system the arm of the semaphore, 
instead of being lowered below the horizon- 
tal position to authorize the engineman to 
proceed, will be raised to a vertical position 
above the horizontal. 

Baltimore and Ohio operating officials have 
found, they say, that the “ upper quadrant ” 
position provides a more distinct aspect than 
under the old method. 

The Baltimore and Ohio also has just closed 
contracts for extensive shop improvements 
at Benwood, W. Va., covering an expenditure 
of $150,000, which will practically mean the 
rebuilding of those shops. , 


Will Equip New Dock. 

The New York Central company announced 
yesterday that contracts calling for an ex- 
penditure of $1,300,000 had been let’for equip- 
ping the new ore dock at Ashtabula, O. The 
dock recently was completed at a cost of 
$2,000,000. The contracts just let call for 
modern ore handling machines. 

It is expected the dock and machinery will 
be ready for use by Aug. 1, 1910.

GRAIN INSPECTION. \ 
At their recent mieeting in this city the 
grain dealers of the country discussed 
among other subjects the federa] insper- 
tion of grain. Most of them spoke 
strongly against it.

It was 
said that it would put too much power in 
the hands of the secretary of agriculture, 
and that it would not be free from tlie 
political evils which it is alleged some- 
times affect state inspection. 

One thing is reusonably ¢ertain. It iw 
that if dissatisfaction with) state inspe¢- 
tion shall increase and become general, 
federal inspection will come, If there is

Some time ago Blihu Root, then secre 
tary of state, warned the states that if 
they were remiss in any matter which 
was of geheral concern the tational gov- 
ernment would take charge. So it was 
with quarantine service and meat inspec- 
tion. If Illinois or Chicago had had 
proper laws or ordinances there would 
have been no packing house scandals and 
no federal inspection. : 

It rests entirely with the states which 
have grain inspection departments wheth- 
er they shall continue to do a work 
which has been exclusively their own. If 
honesty and uniformity shall characterize 
their inspections they will. Otherwise 
they probably will not. An efficient 
agency will supplant an inefficient one. 

THE CITY’S CROWDS. 

No one of the many problems attend- 
ing the asténishing development of the 
city in recent years is more perplexing 
than that of handling the throngs of peo- 
ple. It presses itself forward under ordi- 
nary conditions. It is insistent when any- 
thing of a special nature takes place. The 
crowded cars during the rush hours, the 
complaints of the army of: sttap hangers, 
the dangers and difficulties of crossing the 
streets, are familiar phases noted day 
after day. 

Under such conditions it does not take 
much of an influx from outsife to bring 
a state of congestion. A few thousands 
added to the crowd produce visible effect. 
The steady streata of pedestrians on the 
sidewalks moves more slowly, the. hotels 


factory service. Even the visit of a pres- 
ident for part of a single day brought a 
marked accession to the crowds on the 
fairly wide streets of Chicago. 

A celebration like that in New York 
furnishes a good illustration of the diffi- 
culties. The hotels are overflowing. The 
transportation companies are increasing 
the number of trains and are utilizing 
every available car. Even the steamers 
at the piers are being considered as possi- 
ble lodging places for visitors, The un- 
derground facilities for rapid transit, in- 
adequate as they are to handle the daily 
patronage under ordinary conditions, af- 
ford little relief. 

Ghicago can well afford to study the 
problem with great care before it begins 
its subway construction. There must be 
a long look ahead.. The crowds of ten 
years hence, twenty years hence, must be 
kept in mind; There are no indications 
anywhere of cessation of urban develop- 
ment. Everything points in the opposite 
direction. The “500 mile city” along 
the Atlantic seaboard is fast becoming a 
reality. The “greater Chicago” along 
the lake front is a certainty. How to 
transport and feed and honse and police 
the millions when they seek a center of 
particular interest on a great occasion 
will tax the skill of the best. Already 
it is one of the most important of the 
urban problems demanding acceptable so 
lution. |

‘ TREASURE HUNTERS. 

A Maryland farmer is out $5,000. He 
lives in Anne Arundel county. That is 
not a remote region in the mountains. 
It is on the main traveled road from 
north to south, with Baltimore and Wash- 
ington in easy hailing distance. But the 
“fortune in Spain” caught him easily. 
The Russian nobleman who robbed the 
bank of which he was president and fled 
to Spain had been arrested for a political 
offense. But he had hidden the satchel 
containing the leot from the bank and 


would divide the contents with the farm- 


er if he would raise enough money to get 
his prospective henefactor out of prison. 


Spain, handed it. over to the agent men- 
tioned in the letter of appeal, and then 
returned to Anne Afundel a sadder and 
wiser man. 

If it were an isolated case it would 
not be worth attention. But there is no 
doubt that a great many Americans are 
investing: in often exposed swindles of the 
sort all the time. Som of them buy gold 
bricks, others get nothing in return, like | 
the Maryland farmer. Many contribute 
toward the organizations formed to -get 
the fortunes held in chancery in’ England, 
long lists of which may be obtained on 
demand. It is true that one American 
ambassador after another has reported 
that there are no such fortunes.awaiting 
claimants and that the whole idea is 
fraudulent. But the specious circular of 
the swindler seems more convincing than 
the cold and merciless exposure by people 
who know the facts. 

Fake after fake is uncovered. The ab- 
surdity of the claims of “ get rich quick ”’ 
companies is shown. The postal authori- 
ties stop the mail of swindler after swin- 
dler. The magazines print articles which 
reproduce alluring advertisements and 
comment upon the utrejiability of the 
concerns which prey upon human credulity 
and desire for easily won wealth. And 
still the unwary take the bait. The sto- 
ried “castles in Spain” are not more 
mythical than the “Spanish fortune” 
But there seems small hope that the 
American will cease to be the easy mark 
for the swindler who comes. with this 
tale or with some variation of it. It is 
hot always the unsophisticated country- 
man who loses. Too often it is the city 
man, who ought to know better, 


WATCHING THE PAVING, 
The new energy of the board of local 


| improvements in connection with the in- 


spection of paving work is commendable. 
If promises are realized the inefficient 
inspectors will become a relic of the past. 
Those who are on duty will wear a badge, 
so that interested property owners may 
easily recognize the man in authority. 
The questions such citizens may ask are 
to be answered with as much civility and 
fullness of detail as possible. A sign will 
be posted near work in progress calling 
attention to the presence of the city in- 
spector and indicating his willingness to 
give information to property owners con- 
cerned. 

If complaints are made to the inspector 
he must make a note of them and present 


them to the board along with his regular 


report. The object of these changes is 
stated to be a desire on the part of the 
board to have citizens satisfied. Such 
a desire is distinctly encouraging. Prop- 
erty owners who pay the bills for special 
assessments have definite rights. It is 
their work, in reality, that is being done. 
They ought to be able to make vigorous 
and effective complaint in case they are 
suspicious of the quality of the materials 
used or the character of the work done. 
A little trip through the streets with 
superficial obsegvation only is all that is 
necessary to discover many pieces of de- 
fective @treet raving.

@ yonger son of the earl marischa! of Scot- 
land, owed his elevation to the peerage as 
Lord Keith of Inverurie and as earl of Kin- 
tore, a9 well as his appointment to the heredi- 
tary office of knight marischal of Scotland, to 
the services which he rendered in preserving 
the regalia of Scotland from falling into the 
hands of Cromwell, who would have broken 
them up and consigned them to thé melting 
pot with just as little compunction as he 
displayed in his destruction of the old crown 
of England, : 

The crown of Scotland thus preserved is the 
one with which King Robert Bruce was 
crowned first at Scone, in 1808, and which 
thereafter was used, together with thé scep- 
ter and the sword of state, at the coronation 
of every Scottish sovereign, includirig Mary 
Stuart, her son, James I, of Great Britain, 
Charles I., and Charles II. | 

When Cromwell rose in arme against 
Charles I. and swept through Scotland with 
his Ironsides like a scourge, the crown, the 
scepter, ahd the sword of state were carried 
off for safety to Dunnotar castle, built on a 
lonely rock overhanging the waves of the 
North sea. Cromwell learned of this, and 
caused Dunnotar to be closely besieged, 
knowing full well the stiperstitious impor- 
tance which the Scots of high and low degree 

‘attached to this ancient regalia of their kings. 

80 close was the siege that surrenddr ap- 
peared inevitable. Resolved at all costs to 
save them from falling into the hands of the 
énemy, Sir John and Lady Keith devised the 
following scheme: Sir John, at the imminent 
risk of falling into the hands of the enemy, 
managed to escape by sea In a small boat. 

His escape was known immediately, and, 
6f course, Gen. Lambert, who was in charge 
of the hesieging force, took it for granted 
that he had carried the regalia away with 
him, and therefore relaxed his severity of 
the siege, since its principal object had, as he 
believed, disappeared. Consequently, when 
Mrs. Grainger, the wife of the minister of 
the parish church of Kineff, some six miles 
distant, begged for permission to visit Mrs. 
Ogilvie, wife of the Meutenant governor of 
Dunnotar castle, on some pretext or other, 
she was allowed to pass through the lines, 
Gen. Lambert perhaps believing that she 
might persuade the inmates of the useless- 
ness of holding out any longer. Mrs. Grain- 
ger, before leaving the castle on her return 
home, managed to conceal the crown, the 
scepter, and the sword about her person, the 
sword and the scepter being sawn in half 
and swathed in lint. When Mrs. Grainger 
emerged from the castle'Gen. Lambert plied 
her with questions, which she answered to 
his satisfaction, and was so pleased, indeed, 
that, much to her embarrassment, he insisted 
upon himself assigting her to mount her 
horee. : 

She reached her husband in safety, and at 
the dead of night he and she tdégether dug a 
hole in front of the pulpit in the parish 
chureh at Kineff, where the crown and 
scepter were concealed, the stone thereupon 
being replaced in such a manner as to leave 
no trace that it had been raised. The sword 
of state was hidden in a similar manner 
under the stone flagging near the western 
entrance of the church. 5 

A fortnight afterwards Dunnotar castle 
surrendered, and, some doubts having arisen 
meanwhile in the mind of Gen. Lambert as 
to whether Sir John Keith really had carried 
away the regalia with him to France, George 
Ogilvie and his wtfe, and eventually the 
Rev. Christian and Mrs. Grainger, were sub- 
jected not only to a searching examination 
but even to torture in order to induce them 
to disclose what had be e of the regalia. 
Nothing, however, could force them to ad- 
mit anything beyond the fact that they be- 
lieved Sir John Keith to have earried off the 
crown, the scepter, and the sword to- the 
continent. Under the floor of the parish 
church of Kineff the regalia remained hid- 
den from view, for the following nine years, 
until after the Restoration they were un- 
earthed and turned over to King Charles II., 
who bestowed a large monetary reward upon 
the Graingers, of which the record remains 
in} an act of parliament, dated 1661, while 
money and Knighthood were ranted to 
George Ogilvie, Sir John Keith being created 
Lord Keith of Inverurie and of Keith hall 
and first earl of Kintore, and appointed 
hereditary knight marischal of Scotiand. 
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The Keiths are one of the oldest patrician 
houses in Scotland, and it is an historic rec- 
ord that the hereditary office of grand or 
earl marischal of Scotland was first borne by 
a Keith in the reign of King David I., was re- 
affirmed in 1458, in the person of Sir William 
Keith, tenth in legitimate descent from the 
founder of the family: There are several 
cases. of alliances of the Keiths with the 
Stuart. kings of Scotland, and their estates 
were so vast that it used to be said that the 
earls marischal could travel from the Tweed 
to the northernmost point of the kingdom, 
not only stopping every night but even eat- 
ing every’ meal on their own land. Rik 

The second earl of Kintore joined the ris- 
ing in behalf of the Stuarts in 1715, was at 
the battle of Sherriffmuir, and made a vow 
there never to shave his beard until the 
Stuarts recovered their rights. He died 
three years afterward, remarkable for his 
hirsute adornment at a time when most no- 
blemen were shaved. He was succeeded by 
his first and second sons, and then the estates 
and the honors, according to the remainder 
of the grant of the earldom of Kintore, should 
have gone to George and James Keith, sons 
of the elder brother of the first earl. Both 
George Keith, de jure ear! tnarischal of Scot- 
land, and his brother, James, however, had 
been attainted by parliament for their devo- 

‘tiofi to thé Stuart cause, and while George 

II. of England was ready, in deference to the 
intervention of their friend, Frederick the 
Great, to allow them the possession of their 
estates in Scotland, he would not permit 
therhn to succeed to the éarldom of Kintore. 
They neither of them married, and while the 
younger of the two, James, fell in the battle 
of Hochkirchen, serving under Frederick the 
Great, as a Prussian fleld marshal, George 
Keith, the earl marischal, on the invitation 
of Frederick the Great, took up his residence 
at Potsdam, where he died as a member of 
the intimate circle of Frederick the Great 
and as an associate of Voltaire, who fre- 
quéntly refers to him in his writings, as does 
Jean Jacques Rousseau. 

Not until his death did the earldom of Kin- 
tore pass to the eighth Lord Falconer, as the 
grandson of Catherine, only daughter of the 
second earl of Kintore, who had married the 
fifth Lord Falconer, the Falconers being 
descended from Ranulphus de Lunkyir, who 
was royal falconer to King William the Lion, 
the barony of Falconer being created in favor 
of thie lineal descendant in 1647.

The present earl of Kintore, therefore, also 
is Lord Falconer, and this minor, though 


most ancient of his dignities, is used as a 
courtesy title by his eldest son, Lord Fal-

Board of Tarif! Experts. 


[Charleston News and Courier.] 

We are unable to gO into ecstasies over the 
appointment of the board of tariff experts. 
We think that the appoifitmments were very 
good ones, probably there could have been 
none better, but we are unable to see how the 
board will be able to do anything of value. 

The authority under which this board will 
act is found in the portion of the Aldrich 
bill which defines the minimum and maxi- 
mum rates, and is as follows: 

‘* To secure information to assist the prest- 
dent in the discharge of the duties imposed 
upon him by this section, and the officers of 
the government in thé administration of the 
custom laws, the president is hereby author- 
ized to employ such persons as may be re- 
quired.”’ 

There is not much authority given bY¥ this 
provision. In the adjustment of the maxi- 
mum rate, which is apt to have some effect 
on international trade, the board may be able 
to do good work. 

“The only hope we see is distant rather than 
immediate. By excellent administration the 
board may be able to convince the country 
of the necessity for a permanent tanff board. 
If so, some relief may be ultimately expected. 


Commission Plan in Oklahoms. 


{Kansas City Star. } 

Enid, one of the prosperous, growing young 
cities of Oklahome and the southwest, adopt- 
ed commission government yesterday by a 
vote of twoto one. Enid is about the size of 
Coffeyville, Kan., which voted last week to 
adopt the plan, and the progress made by 
these two cities in the development of the new 
rule will prove of great value to numerous 
progressive cities of the same class in Kansag 
and Oklahoma, if indeed further proof is 
needed anywhere to demonstrate its advan- 
tages over the old system. 

Tulsa, in Oklahoma, is at work under the 
commission plan, and in a recent contract for 
paved streets $30,000 for thirty blocks of pav- 
ing, as compared to former contracts, was 
saved the property owners by the new rule. 

Tulsa’s experience ought to be all that is 
needed to convince the smaller cities that the 
modern plan is as advantageous for them 
as for the greater municipalities. 

Enid is to be congratulated upon its early 
determination to adopt a form of govern- 
ment that will give it the opportunity to 
grow rather than to continue a system that 
impedes development because of its ineffi- 
clency and lack of direct business methods 
in the administration of civic affairs.

Meeting on Monday. 


Alex. N. Todd, whose recent refusal to 
carry out the asphalt paving repair contract 
for the next year,cost him a $2,500 check he 
had deposited with his bid, was restored to 
good standing with the city yesterday and 
was given the contract for considerable 
downtown paving. Action was taken aftera 
conference between John J. Hanberg, com- 
missioner of public works, and the members 
of the board of local improvements. 

The contractor had written the commis 
sioner announcing that he Would not contest 
the forfeiture of his check, and he also wrote 
to the improvement board giving @ statement 
from his bankers of his financial ability to 
carry out contracts on which he was the 
lowest bidder. 

In view of these communications he was 
awarded the contracts for paving with creo- 
soted block the section of Madison street 
between State and Market, for putting down 
a ‘‘system’’ including two blocks on Ran- 
dolph street, between State and Michigan 
avenue, and for laying block on Wabash 
avenue, between Randolph streetand Wash- 
ington. His price on the firat work wae 
$27,418 and on the second $18,502. On each 
contract his bid was $2,000 lower than that ef 
his nearest competitor. 


Can Add More Inspectors. 


By thé action of the council committee on 
finance the board of local improvements will 
be able to add a score of paving inspectors to 
its force, but not all of the twenty-six for 
which it asked provision. Frank T. Fowler, 
the most recently appointed member of the 
board, appeared before the committes witha 
request for $15,000. The committee voted 
$10,000.

F ever a man had his work laid out for him 
that man is Francis Gribble. He was 
born to the work that he has accom- 
plished with so much cleverness—writing 
of the amours of famous French men and 

women. He has to his credit at least four 
= books devoted to l'amour, They are ‘“‘ Mme. 

de Stael and Her Lovers,” ** George Sand and 
+ Her Lovers, ” “ Rousseau and the Women He 
*” Loved,” and now we have “CHATEAUBRI- 
»s~AND AND HIS COURT OF WOMEN,” im- 
. ported by the Scribners. Like all the books 
* that Mr. Gribble has written along these 


~. lines, it-is witty, wise, and interesting to a 
wet degree.

Mr. Gribble has a way of handling these 
subjects that suits them to a nicety. He 
does not take them too seriously, but in a 
light and airy manner pointed with shafts 
of wit and wisdom. It was Chateaubriand’s 
~ personality that interests the reader rather 
than:his achievements. Nevertheless, he 
* Was “the most brilliant and the most influ- 
ential of the writers who carried out the 
work begun by Rousseau and continued by 
Bernardin de Sainte-Pierre, of breaking up 
the stiff classical prose style of the eigh- 
teenth century; and he was, furthermore, a 
potent force in stimulating and bringing to a 
’ head the Catholic reaction which followed 
upon the dry deism and blatant atheism of 
the revolutionary and the prerevolutionary 
_ Period.”” His “* Le Génie du Christianisme,”’ 
though not his most famous book, was the 
_ @ne that made his reputation as an author. 
To us of another temperament and clime it 
. Seems grotesquely strange that a married 
_™man with half a dozen mistresses-should be 
_ the leader of a religious movement accepted 
’ by the clergy and in high standing with the 
When secretary of state for foreign 
@ffairs he wrote that his sole ambition was to’ 
“win glory.”’ in order that he might “ lay it 
at @ woman's feet.” 
. As there is no adequate life of Chateau- 
-briand in any language, and none at al! in 
“English, this book of Mr. Gribble’s, while 
-eupposed to deal only with the great man’s 
‘love affairs, makes a biography that is as 
_ @lever as it is fascinating. 


The religion of Chateaubriand was “‘ more 
_Sentimental than pious,” and it was this 
+sentimentality that pleased the fancy of his 
‘ Countrymen, and more especially of his coun- 
strywomen. To quote Mr. Gribble: 

Religion, in the view of the English revivalists, 
. Was an intimate personal maiter, and implied 


_ “@ustere corollaries: the conviction of sin, the re- 


. Bewal of the heart; the renunciation of the pémps 
~fand vanities of this wicked world and all the 
“sinful lusts of the flesh. There is nothing—abso- 
« Butely nothing—of that sort in the attitude of the 
*Neader of the Catholic reaction in France. The 
. fmagination boggles, indeed, at the thought of 
‘Chateaubriand renouncing pomps, and, as for the 
_ sinful lusts of the flesh, few men have ever seemed 
» less ashamed of their concessions to them. Such 
* regrets as we shall find him expressing on this 
~ head are hardly to be distinguished from boasts; 
. and the most that can be said of his fidelity to the 
» law of Christ is that he was ‘ faithful in his 
“fashion ’’—which was not the fashion of the 
~ @scetics.

Until he passed the age of 64 Chateaubriand 
continued the pursuit of l'amour, for he still 
seemed to f nate women of more than 
half his age. \Jt was not until thie time thet 
he made his real literary success. It came to 
him in a moment, in the salon of Mme. 
Recamier. There were dukes and duchesses 
present and many famous men and women. 

He sat on @ conspicuous chair, like a king estab- 
Mshed on his throne. The court of women disposed 
themselves at his feet on stools, and the court of 
men stood ranged in serried ranks in the back- 
ground. He arrived, when the stage was set and 
the house waiting, carrying his sheets of manu- 
script wrapped in a silk handkerchief, and handed 
them to Ampére or Lenormant, who took it in 
turns to read, while he listened with the air of a 
man to whom their elocution perpetually revealed 
fresh and unsuspected beauties in his own compo- 
sition. 

Rousseau had weeried his audience by readings 
which lasted, wtih brief intervals for refreshment, 
for seventeen hours at a stretch. Chateaubriand 
and Mme. Récamier knew better. His readings 
were adjourned while his listeners were still eager 
for more; and the pleasure, thus extended from one 
reception day to another, lasted for many weeks and 
formed the talk and the leading attraction of it~ 
erary Paris. 

Such an. impression did these memoirs 
make that He sold them for posthumous pub- 
lication for $100,000, 

Mme. Récamier was the last of his loves, 
and he died in her arms as Pauline de Beau- 
mont had died in his. During these iast days 
Mme. Récamier was old and blind, but Cha- 
teaubriand wanted to marry her. It was 
quite unnecessary, she argued, so he let it 
pase and she continued to administer to his 
wants and made easy his declining years. 

Let us hope that Mr. Gribble will go on 
writing of the loves of these extraordinary 
people, whose point of view is so different 
from ours that, while we cannot underatand 
it, we are interested and amused. 


It would be hard to find a greater contrast 
between two books than between the fore- 
going and the “ LITTLE SNOW SISTER” 
that lies beside me on my desk. The latter, 
which will not be published for some days. 
yet, is by the author of “‘ The Lady of the 
Decoration,” who chooses to be known to 
fame as “‘ Frances Little” rather than by 
her real name. It ig an open secret, how- 
ever, that this lady is Mrs. McCaulay of 
Loulsville and that she is a relative of Mrs. 
Rice, the creator of ‘Mrs. Wiges.”’ It was 
Mrs. Rice who encouraged Mrs. McCaulay 
to publish “ The Lady of the Decoration.” 
That book, which is running “* Mre. Wiggs "' 
@ close second, had for its foundation a 
bundle of letters that Mre. McCauley had 
written from Japan to her relative, Mrs. 
Rice, in Kentucky. With a keen knowledge 
of what the public wants, Mrs. Rice scented 
a@ story in these letters if a little love in- 
terest could be added. Mra. McCaulay added 
it and Mrs, Rice carried the manuscript to 
her publishers, the Century company, who 
at once became interested, not because they 
saw a great sale in the book but because 
one of their most popular authors recom- 
mended it. I.do not for one moment believe 
that they had any idea of the potential pop- 
ularity of the book, and I wil) venture to say 
that they were as much surprised as wags the 
author and as was Mrs. Rice by it® ex: 
traordinary success. Itisa charming, pretty 
story, but it is no more charming and no 
prettier than many other stories that have 
falien by the way. Its success is one of the 
wonders of the publishing business, and goes 
to prove that popular writers are, like poets, 
born, not made. 

Now comes a new book by the same author, 
who still clings té her pen name. As the 
other, this also deals with life in Japan, and, 
like the other, it is a charming and pretty 
story. It suggests “’ Madame Butterfly.’ but 
is without the tragedy of that story. Itisa 
heart breaking tale, but the author does not 
wring the tears from youreyes; she merely 
starts them. The story ends quietly. The 
little Japanese girl did not quite understand 
it all, any more than she understood the 
English language.

EAPING " is a round of amiable essays 
by Mr. E. F. Benson—twelve essays, 
named after the months of the year. 
There is no pretense of oracular wis- 
dom about them. They are(simply 

pleasant, bright, and unrestrained chat = 
daily life, all done with a fine insoucia 
and yet with a gentle sincerity, The nt 
touch is more frequent than the serious one, 
perhaps, yet there are moments of quite 
beautiful seriousness. The discussions con- 
cern almost everything—beefsteak and death, 
babies and ‘influenza, cooks and poetry, 
money and holidays—even as doce pines con- 
versation and mine. 

Personally I prefer the essay entitled 
** January,” which contains an account of 
~how the author ‘and his wife made a jolly 
little cache of food and other things when 
they went to Switzerland, and then wrote 
an account of it so that other passionate 
pilgrims were able to find it, and how two 
years later they went back and hunted up 
the cache, and fell under suspicion, and had 
@ wonderful toboggan and some further ea 
ventures. It is an idyllic chapter. 

This modest and sociable volume was not 
penned for impatient or important folk whose 
time is tremendously precious. All such are 
warned away from it. It would not repay 
their reading, It is only for ‘ gentle read- 
ers'’ who like meditative evenings, mild 
emotional delights, and pleasing jests at 


_which they may smile inwardly without un- 


necessary distortion of the facial muscles.

Of all high juveniles ‘‘ TRUE TILDA,” by 
A. T. Quiller-Couch, is one of the best! I don’t 
know when I've so got into the skin of a 
little girl, and forgotten about the pains and 
penalties of being grown up, as 1 did while 
reading this book! Not, perhaps, since I 
read ‘‘Timothy’s Quest,”’ by Kate Douglas 
Wiggin, or * The Children of the Old Park 
Tavern,” by—well, who was it by? Some 
one who could feel, and dream, and write, 
any way. “ True Tilda ’” was a London wailf, 
and she had the dickens of a time—a perfect- 
ly beautiful, terrible time.. There are adven- 
tures calculated to keep you awake half the 
night in a state of glowing surprise or sup- 
pressed agitation, and characters which en- 
trance you with their goodness, or their bad- 
ness, or their funniness, as the case may be; 
and an ending of a sort to warm the cockles 
of your young and innocent heart. 

One of the best things about the book is 
that whatever you may be in reality, while 
you are reading these pages you are really 
young and innocent, and you take sides with 
all the other young and innocent persons, 
and are dead against the terrible Dr. Glas- 
son, who kept the orphanage of the Hol) 
Innocents, and starved the children and beat 
them; and you are all tor the wandering 
Sir Miles Chandon, with hig beautiful home 
on a lonely isle, where the door stood un- 
locked and the fire laid and the larder full, 
even when he was away, so that if any 
wrecked sailors came along they might feast 
and warm and rest. And of course there were 
shipwrecked sailors of a sort, and they were 
characters with whom you as reader had 
become most happily intimate. And out of 
all that there came a dénouement which—but 
you must read the book. Whether you be 14 
or 40 you must read the book! If Charles 
Dickens had comé across it he would have 
done so; and R. L. 8. would have written a 


rrisndky, little Senet tieeiad to the writer; and

“THE GREATER POWER,” by Harold 
Bindloss, is a stirring tale of western Canada. 
Its hero is one Derrick Nasmyth, who some- 
how “came a cropper " in London, and who 
has come out to the wilderness to ‘‘ make 
good,” or, at least, to seek an unreproachful 
oblivion. Somewhat vacillating easily 
persuaded, although brave and with poten- 
tialities of power unsuspected by himself, 
poor Nasmyth finds himself quite prodigious- 
ly “up against it.” The bitter hardships of 
a lumbering camp cause a physical collapse, 
a long an@ solitary march through winter 
wastes bring him near to death, and he 
chances upon an outlying ranch run by a4 
degenerate English gentleman of felonious 
habits and his fine daughter. The daughter 
supplies the brains, the determination, and 
the muscle required in subduing the sub- 
stantia) piece of the wilderness and she cheer- 
fully adds to her burdens by taking the ap- 
parently dying man under her charge and 
nursing him back to life. 

/For @ time he acts as her helper cn the 
ranch, but she spurs his drooping ambition 
andhe. finally begins to play his part as a 
constructive pioneer, entering into the ven- 
tures of the community and building dams, 
railroad spurs, and bridges. The story of 
his heroic efforts to perform, with his sens!- 
tive and overbred body, the feats taken as 
a matter of course by the dauntless gianis of 
the settlement, and the manner in which he 
eventually became a leader among them, is 
well developed. The character work is good, 
the story not without suspended interest, and 
the descriptions of Nasmyth’'s struggles, ad- 
ventures, and acts of heroism make exhila- 
rating reading. These descriptions of the 
struggle between man and nature are the 
things which set the book apart, and enable 
one to give it the warmest praise. They are 
graphic and absorbing, while lacking that 
exaggeration in which certain writers much 
gteater than Mr. Bindloss are prone to in- 
duige when dealing with similar subjects.

Tt is easily imaginable that when Mr. Ash- 
ton Hilllers wrote “ AS TT HAPPENED ”—a 
tale of England at the close of the eighteenth 
century-—he cast about him desperately fora 
title, and stumbled, no doubt with gratitude, 
upon the above appellation. It is, let it be 
owned, not appealing, but he who would pass 
the book by on that account would makea 
serious mistake. For the novel is broad and 
rich, like a well cultivated English field, and 
the stream of time seems to amble by, beau- 
tifying all. 

There are plenty of critics of contemporary 
fiction who will find plenty in this volume 
for which to reproach the author. He is long 
winded, he has habits of style which are at 
times insistent and provoking, he indulges 
disproportionately in comedy and to the 
detriment of the progress of his story, and he 
is willing to be discursive so long as he re- 
mains interesting. 

And interesting he does remain, from first 
to last. A bland human enjoyment in life 
and the fictional art, an unusual! knowledge 
of humanities—employing that word in ite 
echolarly sense—and a profound reverenc 
for English traditions, make the book 
seasoned as old claret. The palate of the 
connoisseur in fiction will enjoy the copious 
flow of this unusual vintage. It is evident 
that Mr. Hilliers, belng entered upon his 
task, spares no pains, either of historical] re- 
search or creative ingenuity, to give true, 
warm verisimilitude to his story. 

The story begins in Madras in the year 1778, 
with Maj. Wade Justin in the service of his 
regrettable majesty, George III., for his 
hero. Maj. Justin. a bachelor who had loved
